Portions; and if he had 
no Sons, but Daughters, thenthe Eſtate wascharged with 5000 /. to ſuch Daughter or 
Daughters, to beequally devided amongſt them, Fohw Bogvile had Iffue by Anne 3 
Daughters, / Elizabeth and Sarah, and ng Iſſue Male, and 
Elizabeth dyed in 1661 without Iſſue : great diffetences happened betweenthe ſaid 
'Fobs Bodwile and Anne his Wife, and the ſaid Zohn Badpile having been #Gollone! for 
the King., his Wife did procure Warrants for his apprehenfipn, and endeavoured co have 
-him tryed by a High Court of 7»ftice, of which ſaid Warrants the ſaid 7ho. zyyun the 
-Father gavethe ſaid Mr. Bodvile notice ; whereupon the ſaid Mr. Bodvile fled into the 
Ifle 'of 2fan, and thenee into Holland; and the faid Mr. 792», at hisdefire, ttayedin 
London 21 Months from his Wife and Children , and dif correſpond with Mr. Bodvile: 
-which, if diſcovered, had proved dangerous to Mr. $/y»n : And in the year 1649. 
*S he gave/Mr. Budvile notice of a general Compoſition for Nerth-wales , which 
Fw was then ſhortly to paſs, excepting ſuch as had been in Armes, and then beyond the Sea 
== - when 'it paſſed; whereupon the ſaid Mr. Zodvile repaired to London, and the ſaid AR 
ſoon afterpaſſed , whereby his Life and Eſtate was preſerved ; whereupon the ſaid Mrs. 
Bodvile , by her power with Oliver, did ger an AR of the then pretended Parliament foc 


1 Allimony , and obtained a Decree in Chancery for 500. per az. to be paid her out of his 
4 Eſtate. And in the year 1650. upon her Petition , thefaid Mr. Bodvi/e's Eſtate was put 
A into the Bill of Sale, notwithſtanding his Compoſition, and the ſaid Mrs. Bodvile was to 


continue the' enjoyment of her 500 /. per an. and ſhEobtained a Sequettrarion of Mr. 
- Bodvile's whole tſtate for the payment of the ſaid god. per ay. by colour whereof the 
. Lady-Bedvile,, Morher of the faid Mr. - Zo4»4/e, in theryear 1656. was turned out of the 
poſſefſion-of her Dowry, - whereby ſhe was diſabled rofeiieve her Son, and Mr. Bodvilc 
was forced torake 10007. for 35557. 25 104. of Bis Wife's Portion unpaid , elſe he 
was: threatned-they would make a diſcovery of it to rhe( Awice and he ſhould loſe 
all. And the faid Mrs, Bodvile in the year 1657 didmnar 


her Daughter Sarah ro Mr, 


of Roberts, without the conſent or knowledge of the faid' Mr, Bodvile, at which Mr. Podvile 
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was highly diſpleiſed, Andin or about AZay 1662 Mr, Bodvile was arreſted at the pro- 
ſecution of his Wife for her Allimony; upon a Commiſiion of Rebellion out of Chancery; 
which was made appear, was with the privity of the ſaid Mr. Roberts, who was preſenc 
with bis then Seryants Lewes and forris , and the Bayliffs who were then to arreſt him, 
to betray and diſcover the ſaid Mr. 5oavile tothe arreſt of the ſaid Bayliffs,who afterwards 
arreſted Vir, t cdvile in Fleerſtreet about 11 of the clock ar night, and immediately car. 
ried him away to reſtminſter , where they kept him ſecrer tor ſeveral dayes and nights 
trom all his Friends , and Mr. Rcberts had rotice ſent him of the Arreſt early next morn. 
ing. During which reſtraint 4/orrzs told Mr. Moftin, were he Mr, Roberts , be would 
t>ke Mr. Bodvile and pinne him ina Room, till he ſettled his Eſtate upon him, leſt he gave 
it away; and Mr. #odvile continued ſo ſecreted, untill Mr. Henry 14/ynn,Mr. Bodvile's 
Uncle , threatred to movethe Houſe of Commons to know where he was ; whereupon 
Mr. Henry ys» was brought to the ſaid N r. Bodwile by Mr. Reberts , who was often 
with him during his reſtraint : during which reſtraint , the ſaid Mr. Bodvi/e was much 
threatned by Mr. Reberts's Agents, in the preſence of Mr. Roberts, to ſettle his Eſtate on 
the ſaid Mr. Roberts and his Wife, and their Children ; but Mr, 8odvi/e did then declare, 
Thar not any thar came of his wife ſhould have one foot of his Eſtate; and at other times 
declared, That he would be tornin pieces with wilde Horſes, and would give his Eſtate 
£o Oliver's Red-coats , before he would ſetcle his Eſtate on bis Iſſue Female , and thar if 
he had no1fſue Male by another wife , he would fertle his Eſtate on ſome of his Kindred, 
And during hisreſtraint , he defired Mr. Henry 3922 to ſend his Coſin Tho. 3/ymn unto 
him, and did often ſend for the ſaid Tho. z/ynn during his reltraint;but Aſforris and Lewes, 
Mr. Bodvile's Servants, denyed to tell him where he was, although che ſaid Mt. zyy1» 
promiſed forthwith to procure bis Inlargement, After Mr. F8odvsle was inlatged, he re. 
fuſed to ſee or receive any Letters from Mr. Reberrs ; and being in his Chamber at 
the Temple, cauſed himſelf ro be denied ro be within, when Mr. Roberts ſent 
or came to him, and turned away his Servants Lew# and Aferres who had betrayed him, 
who were afterwards retained as Seryants by the ſaid Nr, Roberts, Afterwards in May 
1662. Bedvile was again arreſted by his Creditors, ſet 0h by Lew&and orrs ; where- 
upon Mr, Bodvile ſent for the ſaid Nr. 7 ho. 3/5», who procured him Bayle to ſotne of 
his ARtions, and his Liberty, and furniſhed him wich the Sumine of 220 4 and the aid 
'v r.' Bodvile's wite havirgbrocute an Order of Chancery, dared the 12th. of Za»e 1662 
for his Commitment to the Fleer. Mr. Zodvile, to avoid fuch commitment and arreſts, 
did leave his Chambers at the Temple, and gave chem unto Griffieb Wyrn, alias Bedwilt, 
Sonne of the ſaid Tho, y7yna, who was admitted thereunto , and removed to 7ſtingron, 
and went by another Name, and cauſed his Servant Pgh to change his Name, of which 
removal or charge of his Name Nr. 7 ho. ym knew nothing, untill he was ſent for by 
Mr, Bedvile, and acquainted therewith by Nr. Bodvile. And afterwards Mr. Bodvitein 
Zune 1662 levied Fines of his Eſtate to enable him to diſpoſe thereof, and imployed his 
Servant Pxgh to $0 into Wales for that purpoſe, who was impriſoned by the Sequeſtra- 
rors of Mrs, Bedvile, And in September following Mr. Bodvile went from 7ſlingron to 
the County. of Salop, and from thence writ ſeyeral kinde Lertersco Mr. zyz», and ur 
Salop owned him for his great Friend , and the onely Perſon that Quck to him ia all his 
troubles ; and in Ofcber following Vir. Bodwile returned to Londen, atid wentto his 
Lodgings at 1/lington; andin December following Mr. Beavsle , b_o_ of a-Fall, had 
an Impoſtumarion in his Hipp, which put him to great pains, and him to be yery 
weak , being for the cure thereof inforced to be launched three Inches ata time, did 
without the direction, perſwaſion orprivity of Mr. z7ynn, fend for Mr. Pollard , who 
was, and antiently had been of his counſell , and much imployed by him, to give him di- 


reQions for the drawing and preparing his Will, which accordingly beitg drawn, Mr. 


Zedvile did peruſe it, and with his own hand did corre& a z#e46 word of the natnc of a 
Town therein miſ-written by Mr. Po/ard,, and gavethe ſaid Mr, Pollard direRion to call 


the ſaid Pxgh into the Chamber., and in their preſence ſigned, ſealed and publiſhed the - 


ſaid Will the 2oth. of December 1662. and did dire the ſaid Mr. Pollerdand Pugh 
ſhould be witneſſe; to the faid Will , and wiſhed them to write their Names low , tor 
that he intended to have more witneſfles to the ſaid V Vill ; ang;ac faid Pu

know thz date thereof, V r. Pollard ſhewed him the V Vill, abdMr, rg ya im 
ro write down the date thereof for his better remembrance ; and thereapon Mr. Bodvile 
Jocked up the faid V Villina Box, and kept ic in his cuſtody. ' By which Y Vill Yr. Bod. 
wile givesall his Lands, Tenements, and Hereditamentsin the Counties of Carnarvas and 


Angleſey 
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Angleſey unto Sir Richard #/ynu and Sir 7 ho. Dorrell , and the ſaid Tho. 37/y1m, and their 
Heirs upon ſpecial Truſt and confidence, and to the intent and purpoſe , that they and 
cheir Heit's thall out of the Rents, 1ſſues and Profits thereof, 2s ſpeedily as they can be 
collefted and raiſed , pay and diſcharge all his juſt and due Debts which he did then owe, 
or ater ſhould contra& , and upon turther Truſt, that they ſhould raiſe 5000 /, for a 
Portion for his Daughter Sarah Roberts, now wife of Robert Roberts Eſquire, provided; * 
before payment be made of the ſaid 50007, rhat a competent and conyerient Proviſion. & 
Livelyhood be ſettled upon my ſaid Daughter and her Children ; and provided alſo, thac 
if the ſaid Mr. Roberts, of my ſaid Daughrer, or any other Perſon or Perſons cloiming by, 
from, or under them , or either of chem diſturb or interrupt my ſ-id Truſtees, or any of 
cl-em, in rhe quiet reception of the Rents , Iſſues and Profits, according tothe Truſt and 
intent above limited , thenthe payment ot the 5000 /. ro ceaſe, and no benefit at all to 
de reaped or received thereby , and after the Debts and Portior, ſofarisficd and paid her! 
gave the reſt and reſidue of his ſaid Lands to Griffith y/ynr, alias Bodvile, Sonand Heir a 
parent of the ſaid 7ho. 3/yn and to The. Bodvile Son of Alexander Bodvile late of Pullhe- 
tey, inthe ſaid County of Carnarvan Gentleman , deceaſed, and their Heirs refpeRive- 
ly , equally to be divided between them , withour making any diviſion at all of my Hou- 
tes, Demeſnes or Tenemencs thereto belonging, and after ſome ocher Leg cies given by 


his faid Y Vill, he made the ſaid Tho. /ynn ſole Executor of his ſaid Y Vill, in truſt only 


ſor the more ſpeedy payment and ſatisfying of the ſaid Debts and Portion. In Zannary 
1662 Mr. Bedwile defired Mr. nynn tO find him our a Lodging in Black-fryers, and AC- 
cordingly he did-, at the Houſe of one Clithero, a mere Stranger ro Mr. mmm,” 
which Mr, Bedvile liked well, and went thicher the 22d. diy ot the ſaid Month; 
and after he came thither , he went daily abroad. And about a Fortnight be- 
fore he died, he diſcourſed with Mr Edmand Tol! a Proctor, whether the 

did not in the Eccleſiaſticall Courts proceed in Cauſes of Divorſe ; who tol 

him, He believed they did; Mr. Bodvile then rold him, His Wife hid abuſed him, 
and defired him to adviſe with ſome Civilians whether he might nor be divorſed from 
her, and after Mr. 7o# had adviſed with a Civilian , he told him, they did proceed in 
cauſes of Divorſe : whereupon Mr. 8Bodvite ſaid, If it pleaſed God to pive him health; he 
would proceed agiinſt her, and Mr. Boxvile did then ſhew grear diſlike ag1inſt Mr. 
Roberts and his Wife, and ſaid Mr. Roberts preat deſign was to have him ſectle his E- 
ſtate upon him and his Wife, bur ſaid his reſolurion was never to ſettle his Eſtate upon 
him, and ſhewed prear diſlike againſt him , and told him , That he had levied Fines of 
his Eſtate in ales, with reſolution to ſertle his Eſtate by Deed or V Vill, and chat he had 
made his Will, and that Mr. Pollard was a Witneſs toirt , ro whom he had given a Lega- 
cy; and thereupon asked, if Mr. Pollard would ſtand a good V Vitneſs > Vr. Tel an- 
fwered, Thar if the ſaid Legacy was not ſuch as the Law would conceive mighr ſway him 
in his Jadgemenr, his Teſtimony might be good. Mr. Bozvile replyed , to prevent all 
doubrs, If ic pleaſed God to recover him to his health , he would defire him, and z or 4 
Notary Pabkques of DofFors Commons to give him a meerting , in whoſe preſence he 
would then publiſh and declare his Will; and Mr. To/! fayth he was then of a perfe& 
minde and underſtanding to make his V Vil, Afrer Mr. Bodvile, the 19th. of March 
1662 in the preſence of Mr. 3/a»desford , Mr. Griffith, and Mr: Platt, three more 


' VVirneſſes, without exception hediddeclare unto them , Thar he had ſent for chem ro 


be Y Vicmeſſes to his VVill, which he had formerly made and publiſhed, bur char he did 
lodge in aniobſcare place where he made his ſaid V Vill, and went by another Name; and 
having the frid V Vill in his hands, he read over part thereof in their prefente, both at. the 
benny and latter end thereof , and ſhewed them the Seal he formenly ſeiled his Will 
with, and deſired them to compare the ſaid Seal and the former impreſſion rogerher, 
which they did,and found them agree, and then intheir preſence did publiſh and declare his 
Will again , and diſcourſed very rationally with them concerning his Will and other 
matters; by which Will he hath given his ſaid Daughter as much asvpon the Marriage a- 
greement was thought fir all his Daughters ſhould bave, if never ſo many,if he died with- 
out Iſſue Male: After which he deſired a Miniſter might be ſent for; which wasdone, with 
whom he diſcourſed yery rationally , and fully and diſcreetly anſwered toall ſuch chings 
as are uſually put to fick'Perſons; and the faid Miniſter adviſing him to makea Will 

and ſettle his Eſtate for the quieting of his Conſtience , and to bear peace with all the 

World. He-faid, he had done that already. Mr. Bodvi/e died 28 March 1663. after 

which Mr. Bodvi/es wife and Mr, Roberts enterupon the whole Eſtate of Mr. gs
